in bomb threats to the Zion Chapel 
and New Brockton high schools in 
May of this year. The youth's arrest 
came within twenty minutes of the 
incident. 

Holloman was certified to stand 
trial as an adult for the crime and 
was found guilty. He was sentenced 
to one year in jail and ordered to 
serve two months in jail. The 
remaining ten months were sus- 
pended with supervised probation, 
In addition to the one year sen 
tence, Holloman will have two 
additional years of supervised pro- 
bation. 

The calls came in shortly before 
noon on Monday, May 3, at which 
time both schools evacuated more 
than 900 students without incident.

There have also been 
a couple of small children dialing the 911 number and... . .that 
is a good way to get your home wrapped up with police cars 
because the system records where the call is coming from auto- 
matically. If you don’t believe it, just ask a certain Elba mother 
who was in the bathroom when two cop cars arrived, only min- 
utes after her young daughter practiced her new training on 
using the emergency dialing system. Apparently it was a bit 
embarrassing. 


The City of Elba is moving forward with plans to reactivate the 
Elba Rescue Squad. The ambulances will respond to emergency 
calls with trained, paid workers. This method was not our first 
choice for serving the needs of our friends and neighbors. but it 
may be the best. The majority of our city officials think this is 
the way to go. Now that the decision has been made, we just 
hope it works and will do anything within reason to see that it is 
successful. 


It is almost Christmas time and the Elba Chamber of Commerce 
is planning to be sure Elba folks are in on the celebrations. We 
hear that decorations are being added and/or upgraded. special 
events are being planned and all the time they are keeping one 
eye open for ole Santa!
